The St. L aw rence sea w a y could have been 
constructed as a joint United States and Ca­ 
nadian project a third of a century ago if the 
right people had pushed it. 


Instead, the people with the m ost m oney and 
the strongest influence opposed it. So the sea ­ 
w a y had to be built p iece-m eal in those se c ­ 
tions lying wholly within Canadian jurisdiction. 
The United States w as barred from participa­ 
tion by powerful lobbies financed by railroads, 
railroad unions. Atlantic and Gulf ports, the coal 
industry, m in ers’ unions, the electric-power in­ 
dustry and, at one tim e. the financial interests 
w'hich exploited iron-ore deposits in Minnesota. 
M eanw hile, Canada continued to build all the 
parts of the sea w a y it could build and finally 
w a s prepared to build the last vital link without 


United States participation. At this point, the 
United States decided the tim e had com e to put 
its national interest ahead of the interests which 
had lobbied its participation in the seaw ay to 
a standstill for a third of a century. C ongress

proposal. 


It is a m ighty victory. But it should not be 
m isunderstood. It is not a victory for the se a ­ 
w ay but only for the principle that the United 
States should h ave an official share in its con­ 
stric tio n and therefore in the operation of a 
vital facility in world com m erce.

T he reason you can now virtual­ 
ly bet on gables becom ing sq uat­ 
te r —m aybe disappearing in an al­ 
m ost flat shed slope—is that your 
m oney 
will 
be 
saved 
if you re 
paying fur the building job. 
A rchitects have been flirting for 
y e ars with w hat they call 
“ flat 
tops.” The stru ctural lumi>er and 
roofing m aterial required to build 
a pitched and gabled roof have 
been obvious ex trav agances. So in 
recen t years, you have seen the 
slopes of roofs on new houses be­ 
com ing steadily lower. 


But w hen roof slopes got down to 
a drop of less than four inches 
per horizontal 
foot, e c o n o rn v 
seem ed to end. Econom ical shin­ 
gles could no longer be used, be­ 
c a u s e of the problem of w a t e r 
backing up under them on pitches 
of less than four inches. You could 
build a flat roof, or one with a 
pitch of only two inches or so, but 
you had to use built-up roofing or 
other system s. 
Well, a lot of people didn’t care 
m u ch for the looks of black roll 
roofing on a house — especia’ly 
when pitched roofs blossom ed out 
in blue, red. green, pink and other 
lines. So the daring young arch i­ 
tects w ere m ore or less saddled 
with gabled roofs. 
Now it turns out that you can 
build a rain-tight, wind-tight roof 
with a pitch as low as two inch­ 
es per foot, and use popular a s­ 
phalt shingles if you do it in the 
right way. 
First you attach a m etal drip 
edge along the eaves and along 
the rakes of your roof. Then you 
cover tho roof deck with two lay­ 
e rs of No. 15 asphalt satu rated felt. 
You sta rt tins u n derlavm ent with 
a 19-inch sta rte r course laid along 
the eaves to overlie the m etal drip 
edge. The sta rte r course is then 
covered with quick-setting asphalt 
cem ent and a full 36-inch width of 
the felt is then laid to overlap the 
s ta rte r course completely. 
F ro m then on, each 36-inch width 
of felt overlaps the previous strip 
by 19 inches and is cem ented to 
the previous strip. All of this m a ­ 
tt rial is further secured to the roof 
dock by a4-inch roofing nails—with 
only enough nails used to hold the 
m aterial in place until the shingles 
art* applied. 
Then another starting strip is ap­ 
plied along the eaves. ’Ibis can 
be a row of asphalt shingles re­ 
versed. or a strip of 90-pound m in­ 
eral surfaced roofing. The f i r s t 
course of shingles will completely 
cover this strip. 
An exposure of only 5 inches is 
allowed for each course of shin­ 
gles. Four nails are used for each 
shingle strip and all tabs a re ce­ 
m ented 
down 
f i r m l y 
w ithout 
squeezing tile cem ent out over the 
exposed surfaces. Shingles along 
the rak es of the roof are cem ented 
to the m etal drip edge and to each 
other. 
This method w as developed in IS 
m onths of testing and research bv 
the Asphalt Roofing Industry Bu­ 
reau. A specially designed “ storm 
m ach in e ” w as used in the tests. 
Panels of roofing rem ained com ­ 
pletely w eather-tight a t the end of 
six hours of sim ulated, continuous 
60-mile-per-hour w ind and a 2-inch- 
per-hour rainfall. 
F o r p arts of the country w here 
the Ja n u a ry daily av e ra g e te m p e r­ 
atu re is 25 degrees or less, addi­ 
tional felt is specified for 24 inches 
back from the inside wall line of 
the building.
